- PROPAGANDA WARFARE on a scale as yet not at- 
tempted-even by Dr. Josef Goebbels, the Reich’s Propaganda 
Minister, was the main subject of discussion at Adolf Hit- 
Jer’s recent conference with his Nazi District leaders (Gau- 


leiters), it was disclosed here to-day. 


Contrary to earlier reports, Herr Hitler summoned his 
regional chieftains not to sound through them patriotic 
feeling in the various districts of the Reich, but to instruct 
them in the devious arts of propaganda. 

The great offensive of words, printed and oral, is to be 


concentrated on Great Britain, it was declared. 


Britain 


would be termed “the hereditary enemy” of Germany, show- 


ing a ereat change from the printed declarations in “Mein 
Kampf,” Fuehrer Hitler’s “bible.” 


All trusted members of the Nazi. 
party, Herr Hitler was declared to 
have told his henchmen, should be 
given the task of stirring up violent 
anti-British feeling throughout the 
Reich and to help the German Gov- 
ernment work’ up world opinion 
against the British Government. 

The whole German nation’s ap- 
proval must ‘also be sought for 
measures necessary to blockade Great 
Britain’s extensive sea communica- 
tions system. 


‘TECHNIQUE OF PROPAGANDA 


Herr Hitler told his Gauleiters that 
he would hold each one of them per- 
sonally responsible for the execution 
of his instructions. He then called on 
his propaganda chief, Dr. Geobbels, 
. to give the men a few pointers on the 
work to be done. : 

The basic points of the Impending 
word offensive, jt was stated, would 
be allegations that Britain, who 
blames Germany for enslaving the 
Czechs and Poles, had gained her 
great power by oppressing people 


in her empire; that the British rulers |° 


were oppressing their own people 
by imposing on them a war meant 
to enrich only themselves (the rulers); 
and that it was really the Jews who 
were behind the British leaders.

THE BRITISH PRESS yesterday took up unanimous- 
ly and vigorously, but in the main. with dignified 
restraint, the revelations contained in the For- 
eign Office White Paper on the Nazi treatment 
of minorities in Germany. 


A course which is generally adopted is to let the ter- 
rible facts speak for themselves, and to express 
the hope, as does the “’Manchester Guardian,” 
that however the war ends Germany may, in the 
name of humanity, rid itself of a government 
which inflicts such brutal indignities on its own 


people. 


The “News Chronicle” says that 
although atrocity stories are  inci- 
dental io all wars, a feature of the 
White Paper is that it describes 
events which have not happened in 
war but in peace. 

“That very fact,” the _ newspaper 
declares, “clears the Eritish Govern- 
ment of any charge that it is replying

In-her’ report, the Principal, Miss 
Nora Bascombe, stated: 

The school opened with 654 pupils, 
the average attendance was 606. 

Mrs. Stark, Principal for 5 years re- 
tired in March. Her ‘cheery, invigor- 
ating presence and her generosity are 
very much missed. , 

Miss Brown took. charge till the 
end of term, introducing various 
changes to aid the physical well-being 
of the pupils. A door has been made 
from the Laboratory store-room toa 
‘small piece of roof, now a garden. I: 
hope this is only the beginning and 
that arrangements may be made to 
gain access to the roof space over the 
New Building. This is a matter of 
greater importance now that we have, 
owing to the new Training College, 
lost our playing ground. Our small 
yard is used to the utmost but games 
here cannot be unattended by noise 
and. this inside, combined with the 
noisy trades e.g. making of camphor 
wood béxes and the sawing of mar- 
ble, hawkers and quarrels which in- 
volve large crowds, processions etc. is 
a heavy strain on the attention of the 
pupils and the voices of the Staff. 

Three of our girls passed the Hong 
Kong Matriculation examination, one 
gaining a Distinction, and 17 passed 
the School Certificate Examination. 
This grants no Distinctions. 

We are very proud that for the se- 
cond year one of our girls, Au Yan 
Chiu gained. the Government Scholar- 
ship tenable at the Hong Kong Unl- 
versity. . Three of our girls are at the 
University: Several are training as 
nurses at the Queen Mary Hospital and 
four as teachers at the Training Col- 
lege. 

_ While our building is,’ in parts, spa~ 
cious and some classrooms are airy, the 
school—the only Government School 
for girls—has definitely outgrown its 
accommodation, and I hope it will 
soon be possible for it to be moved to 
a more salubrious, quieter neighbour- 
hood, without the ever present bag 
and wrist snatching that we get in 
these slums. ~

The Ministry of Finance 
in a proclamation an- 
nounces the institution of 
fixed ‘savings in foreign cur- 
rencies as a further step to 
encourage Savings and’ pro- 
vide capital for national re- 


construction. 

British, American, French and other 
foreign currencies approved by the 
Ministry may be deposited in either 
of the four government banks, the 
Central Bank, the Bank of China,. the 
Bank of Communications and the 
Farmers’ Bank, : 

Repayment ‘of principal and pay- 
ment of inferest will be in the~cur- 
rency deposited. Rates of interest 
are fixed at 4%, 5%, 6% and 7% for 
deposits of two, three, four and five 
years respectively. 

National currency may also be con- 
verted into foreign currency at the 
exchange rate announced, and de- 
posited in elther of ‘the four govern- 
ment banks or. any other Chinese 
bank undertaking savings with the. 
authorisation of the Ministry, 

The maximum amount of deposits 
of this category 
currency. The rates of interests are 
fixed at 2%, 24% and 3% for de- 
posits of three, four, and five years 
respectively.—Central News.
